To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1968  which  has  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1/69  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  1968  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  were  carried  out  by 
Dr.  C.  R.  B.  Bamford  until  he  emigrated  in  May  and  then  by  Dr.  C.  Arthur 
until  28th  October  when  I  took  up  the  appointment. 

The  report  is  in  the  main  a  statistical  presentation  of  the  health  of  the 
district,  and  following  are  some  of  its  features 

Population:  The  population  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  in  mid  1968  was 
20,390  which  is  an  increase  of  100  over  1967. 

Births:  The  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  305  -  a  decrease  of 
37  from  1967.  This  gives  an  adjusted  live  6a  rib  rate  for  the  area  of  14*2  per 
thousand  (England  &  Wales  16.9). 

Deaths:  There  were  217  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  area  -  an  increase  of 
16  over  1967.  This  gives  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  12.7  per  thousand 
(England  and  Wales  11.9).  As  in  1967,  3  children  died  under  the  age  of  one 
year. 


It  will  be  seen  that  the  highest  single  cause  of  death  is  ischaemic  heart 
disease  (formerly  classified  as  ’’Coronary  Disease  and  Angina”),  the 
incidence  of  which  continues  to  rise,  especially  among  men.  The  other  two 
great  killing  diseases  are  cancer  of  various  organs,  and  cerebrovascular 
disease  (i.e.  ’’strokes”).  Five  deaths  were  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents, 
three  more  than  in  1967.

National  Assistance  Act  -  Section  £7  No  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 


Infectious  Diseases  57  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  roccivcd 
most  of  which  were  eases  of  measles .  Towards  the  end  of  tho  year  Head 
Teachers  reported  a  rising  incidence  of  chicken-pox.  and  mumps  in  local 
schools.  In  November  an  outbreak  of  salmonellosis  occurred  at  Groundslow 
Hospital.  Suitable  measures  were  at  onco  applied  for  its  control  and  fortunately 
the  infection  was  soon  eradicated. 

I  would  particularly  like  to  express  nr  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  work,  especially  during  the  absence  of  a  Medical  Officer 
and  in  introducing  me  to  the  area.  I  am  also  most  grateful  to  tho  members 
of  the  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  in  Public  Health  matters.

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PROVISION  OF  HE  ALTS  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


Domiciliary  Nursing  and  General  Practitionerv  Services 

District  Nursing,  midwifery  and  health  visiting  services  are  provided 
by  the  County  Council  under  the  administration  of  the  Stafford  Area  Health 
Committee.  The  Staffordshire  Executive  Council  supplies  family  doctor 
services  through  a  number  of  General  Practitioners  in  the  area. 


Hospital  Services 

When  required,  cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  admitted  to  Bucknall 
Hospital,  Stoke-on-Trent. 

Out-patients  and  general  hospital  services  are  provided  at  the  Stafford¬ 
shire  General  Infirmary  and  the  North  Staffordshire  Hospital  Centre, 
Stoke-on-Trent.  Aged  and  chronic  sick  patients  are  accommodated  at  Fernleigh 
Hospital,  Stafford  and  Trent  Hospital,  Stone.  Part  III  accommodation  is 
provided  at  Rcssneath,  Stone. 

Yqrnfield  Hospital  admits  convalescent  cases  from  the  Stafford  General 
Infirmary  and  other  hospitals  in  the  region. 

In  the  district  are  also  Ground alow  Hospital  for  medical  and  maternity 
cases,  Standon  Hall  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  and  Stallington  Hall  Hospital 
for  the  mentally  sub-normal. 

School  Clinics  and  Welfare  Services 

These  are  held  at  Eccleshall  Methodist  School  Room, . DarlaSton  Parish 
Room  and  Tittensor  Village  Hall.

The  Staffordshire  County  Council  also  provide  specialised  clinics-  where 
defects  of  speech,  vision  and  hearing  and  allied  conditions  can  be  treated 
when  these  are  referred  following  school  medical  examinations,  and  by- 
general  practitioners,  health  visitors  and  others. 

Tuberculosis  Services 

A  tuberculosis  clinic  is  held  at  Stafford  General  Infirmary  to  which 
patients  in  the  Rural  District  travel.  A  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is 
employed  by  the  County  Council  operating  part-time  in  the  area,  visiting 
in  the  home  where  appropriate* 

Laboratory  Services 

Specimers  of  milk,  water  and  sewage  effluent  samples,  together  with 
suspected  unsound  foods  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Stafford 
for  examination.  Chemical  analyses  are  performed  by  the  County  Analyst. 

Ambulance  Services 

The  ambulance  service  is  provided  from  Stone  Ambulance  Station  in 
conjunction  with  the  Stafford  Ambulance  Station. 

Meals-on-Whee Is 

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1943  (Amended  Act,  1962)  gave  Local 
Authorities  extended  powers  in  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
Meals-on-Wheels  services.  A  Meals-on-Wheels  service  is  in  operation  in  the 
Eccleshall  area  which  is  operate--1  by  the  W.R.V.S.  During  the  year  a  total 
of  2,933  meals  were  supplied.

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SEWERAGE 


Barlaston  Parish 

Rough  Close  Following  the  breakdown  of  negotiations  to  connect  to  the 
Strongford  Works,  general  approval  was  given  by  the  Blythe  Valley  Joint 
Authority  to  connection  to  the  Blythe  Valley  sewer.  A  survey  was  carried 
out  and  plans  were  well  in  hand. 

Barlaston  Culvert  Culverting  of  the  ditch  at  the  rear  of  Meadow  Road  ms 
completed . 


Chebsev  Parish 

Satisfactory  progress  wa s  made  in  the  construction  of  additional  settling 
tanks,  bacteria  bed  and  humus  tank  at  Norton  Bridge  to  deal  with  the  new 
housing  development. 


Ecclcshall  Parish 

The  proposal  to  connect  to  the  Royal  Ordnance  Factory  Works  at  Swynnerton 
ms  deferred  for  twelve  months  until  January  1969  due  to  financial  considerations. 

Fulford  Parish 

During  the  year  work  was  completed  on  the  laying  of  the  sewer,  and  the 
pumping  station  at  Moss  Gate  was  also  completed. When  final  testing  of  pumps 
has  been  finalised  this  scheme  will  be  operational. 

The  work  of  relaying  the  sewer  in  Adanthwaite  Drive,  Blythe  Bridge  was  in  hand. 

Parishes  of  Hilderstone  and  Milwich 

The  amended  proposals  for  a  joint  scheme  to  provide  a  combined  scheme  for 
the  two  villages  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry.  Negotiations  are  now  in 
hand  with  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  for  a  ruling  on  financial 
contribution. 


Stone  Rural  Parish 


Moaford  During  the  mar  a  scheme  ms  submitted  to  the  Ministry  who  suggested 
that  an  alternative  site  should  be  considered.  The  matter  was  then  referred 
to  Trent  River  Authority  for  iheir  comments  and  suggestions.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  these  were  still  awaited. 


Swynnerton  Parish 


Strongford  Overhead  Sewer  Work  of  lagging  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Hauehurch  This  scheme  was  deferred  for  twelve  months  until  January,  1969 
due  to  financial  considerations. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection*  Tho  collection  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out  fron 
the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  and  for  this  purpose  tho  Council  employ  four 
vehicles,  (3  cocpres snore  and  1  crushloader  diesel),  three  of  which  are  in 
regular  service  and  the  fourth  is  avaiable  for  special  collection  fron:  certain 
establishments  and  emergency  use. 

Collection  from  6,391  houses  and  638  other  premises  is  carried  out  at 
approximately  10  clay  intervals,  and  some  33,586  miles  were  covered  by  the 
vehicles. 

Disposal.  All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  a  central  tip 
situated  at  the  Royal  Ordnance  Factory  Site  at  Swynnerton. 

Salvage  Collection.  Due  to  the  high  cost  involved  in  collecting  salvage,  this 
service  is  not  undertaken* 

NighbSoil  Collection.  The  collection  of  night  soil  has  continued  to  decrease 
during  the  year  in  part  due  to  connections  to  new  sewer  extensions  and  to 
septic  tanks  installed  under  the  improvement  grant  scheme. 

The  Council  still  operate  a  free  annual  service  for  domestic  septic  tanks.

Welfare  Units 


Eccle shall  This  unit  comprises  of  12  flatlets  and  14  flats  with  general 
welfare  facilities  for  the  elderly,  a  warden’s  flat  and  4  flats  on  the 
second  floor  forgsneral  housing  allocation.  During  the  year  two  flats 
have  been  re-allocated. 

Barlaston  During  the  year  plans  progressed  for  the  provision  of  a  Welfare 
Unit  in  Barlaston.  It  is  proposed  that  this  should  consist  of  26  bedsitters

One  slaughterhouse  completely  suspended  killing  for  4  months  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  which  probably  accounts  for  the  decrease  in  numbers  killed 
over  the  year.

The  condemned  moat  at  the  slaughterhouses  and  butchers’  premises  was 
disposed  of  by  the batchers  to  manufacturers  of  animal  by-products  in 
accordance  with  the  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilising)  Regulations,  I960, 

Three  slaughterhouses  and  one  knacker’s  yard  were  licensed  during  the 
year.  Eleven  men  were  licensed  to  stun  and  slaughter  animals  under  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958.  A  detailed  inspection  of  the  slaughterhouses 
is  carried  out  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  ensure  that  as  high  a  standard 
of  hygiene  as  possible  is  observed.

Inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  to  ensure  that  the 
requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  i960  were  being 
complied  with.  Byelaws  relating  to  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of 
food  are  in  operation  in  the  district  and  are  administered  in  conjunction 
with  the  above  Regulations. 

The  following  amount  of  food  other  than  butchers'  meat  was  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption  and  voluntarily  surrendered  by  the  owners  1-

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Manufactured  Food.  Six  butchers1  promises  are  registered  under  Section  16 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  preparation  and  manufacture  of 
sausage  and  pressed  meat  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption. 

Ice  Cream.  There  are  now  49  premises  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
ice  cream  in  the  area.  Of  these  43  are  at  present  retailing.  All  the 

premises  sell  prepacked  ice  cream. 

Milk  Sampling.  Routine  sampling  of  milk  is  undertaken  by  the  Sampling  Officers 
of  the  Staffordshire  County  Council.

All  samples  tested  for  tuberculosis  proved  negative  and  of  the  425 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  7  failed  the  methylene  blue  test. 

Reports  were  received  on  30  samples  of  milk  tested  for  Brucella 
abortius.  Two  of  these  samples  were  positive  and  a  notice  under  Regulation 
20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  were  served  on  one  of  the  producer 
retailer^  but  the  other  was  already  sending  all  milk  for  heat  treatment. 

Food  Poisoning.  10  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  during  the  year,  6  of  these  being  in  two  families  and  the 
others  being  individual  cases. 

Diseases  of  Animals.  During  the  year  54  notifications  of  suspected  Anthrax 
were  received  but  all  were  subsequently  withdrawn.

Contraventions  in  relation  to  temperature,  ventilation, 
eating  facilities  and  first  aid  equipment  wore  found  and  put  right  by 
informal  action.
